The man, now facing a total of six counts 
of sexual assault, five counts of sexual 
interference and one count of indecent 
assault, is being held in custody. 

Charges laid in fatal collision 

Innisfil - On July 12, around 10:30 
a.m.. South Simcoe Police, Innisfil 
Fire and Rescue, and Simcoe County 
paramedics were called to the 
intersection of Yonge Street and County 
Road 89 for a collision between a 
motorcycle and a car. The motorcycle, 
with two occupants, was southbound on 
Yonge when it collided with a northbound 
Chrysler Pacifica in the intersection. The 
two occupants of the motorcycle were 
thrown to the ground, and the driver, a 
16-year-old Innisfil resident, was taken 
to a local hospital, where he succumbed 
to his injuries. His passenger, a 15-yea- 
old Peterborough resident, was taken 
to a Toronto trauma centre with serious 
injuries. The driver of the Chrysler 
received minor injuries and now, after a 
lengthy investigation, has been charged 
under the Highway Traffic Act with failing 
to afford reasonable opportunity to avoid 
a collision while making a left turn. The 
86-year-old Alliston man will appear in 
court in November.

Innisfil-At 8 a.m. on Oct. 14, an 
officer patrolling in the area of Big Bay 
Point Road and 25 Sideroad stopped 
a vehicle travelling at 118 km/h in a 
posted 60 km/h zone. The driver, a 
Barrie man. faces charges of speeding, 
stunt driving, no validation, and fail to 
have proof of insurance. His licence 
was suspended for seven days and his 
vehicle was impounded.

Finding solutions 


Y ou have to know there’s a 
problem before you can 
find a solution. 

We recently heard a criticism 
of the now-started National 
Inquiry into Missing and 
Murdered Indigenous Women 
and Girls that made us stop and 
want to make that fairly obvious 
statement. 

Why, the critic wanted to know, 
was the government spending 
money on an inquiry into the 
more than 1,200 aboriginal 
women and girls who have gone 
missing, or have been found 
murdered, since 1980? It was 
suggested the money would 
be better spent on improving 
policing techniques, providing 
retraining and more resources. 

Well, until the demands for the 
inquiry, there was little scrutiny 
of police response to reports 
of missing indigenous women. 
There was little comprehension 
the response of certain police 
institutions and officers might 
be different if it was a white, 
middle-class woman who 
was reported missing, or an 
indigenous girl. That there might 


be inherent biases and racism 
within some of the institutions 
Canadians rely on to administer 
the law and undertake 
investigations into criminal 
actions that threaten public 
safety. That there might be what 
Indigenous Affairs Minister 
Carolyn Bennett has termed "an 
unequal application of justice.” 

Hopefully, the inquiry will 
shine a light on those biases and 
make it clear if and how policing 
needs to change to meet the 
needs of all citizens. 

But there are other needs that 
are already known, and require 
a solution. We do have a good 
understanding of the problems 
facing northern and aboriginal 
communities - from access 
to health care, clean water 
and healthy food, to ensuring 
First Nations schools provide 
an equal level of educational 
opportunities, and dealing with 
long-standing mercury pollution 
contaminating the food chain 
in communities like Grassy 
Narrows. 

No inquiries are needed. Just 
the will to find solutions, and act.
